When you pub- 
lished 
the cut 
of the Church 
flag, 
fianv of your readers 
understood 
it 
to mean 
a flag that took precedence 
over 
Old Glory literally at all times, 
thereby becoming 
of greater 
import- 
ance 
in this country than Old Glory. 
Now, in accordance with Webster, con- 
firmed 
by 
Mr. Curtis, 
who has 
seen 
eight years' service in the navy, it is 
recognised 
in the navy on board ship 
when hoisted as a signal that religious 
services are 
being 
held 
and this 
is 
the only time such flag is recognized. 
It is not a "flag" in the literal sense 
but a "signal" and the word "flag" is 
simply 
a nautical term 
expression 
and 
has 
no 
significance 
except 
on 
board a war vessel, such as "leagues" 
for 
"miles", 
"fathoms" 
for 
"depth" 
and "bells" for "hours", none of which 
signify 
anything 
except 
to the 
sea- 
faring man. 
However, 
we think you 
are entitled to much credit in clearing 
this matter up to that extent and no 
harm 
has 
been 
done 
to anyone 
for 
surely no decent citizen could take ex- 
ceptions 
to such 
a signal
